a law would put an end to 
ture, as it is now carried on in 
this state, and drive out of the State 
all who eould get out. 

“But the trouble in the country 
would be less than that in the cities 
for country dwellers can manage 
somehow to get food and_ shelter. 
And that is not true of those in the 
city.

It would impair their incomes and 
their ability to complete payments 
on such homes as they have pur 
chased, but those who could get 
the eight hours’ work could — get 
food and shelter. 

Those who were thrown out of 
work could eect neither, except by 
charity, ana the ability to give for 
charitable purvoses, would be im- 
paired e.en if the disposition con- 
tinued, 

“In facet. the enforcement of such 
a law would clese every charitable 
institutio: in the city, whose em 


ployeees are now more likely to 
work twelve hours than less. The 
members of governins boards who 
should permit that would be Jiable 
to imprisonment It would not be 
possible to increase the incomes of 
charities to work double shifts. None} 
of them has now adequate income 
“It would be annoying to the rich 
to have two sets of domestics, but 


they would not suffer. There would

Families 
of moderate means would be in de 
spair unless able to do their own 
work. It is not possible to confine 
the domestic work to eight hours 
in the twenty-four, Imvalids requir 
ing more or less attention at all 
hours of the day and night could not 
be served, unless wealthy. In cases 
ol severe sickness, two nurses would 
be required, where one now does the 
work. The money is not available in 
most families to pay double shifts. 

“Of course such a law, if enforced, 
would put an end to immigration of 
fall but the unemployable, Nobody 
with money to buy land or start any 
business would enter such a_ state, 
and all would get away who could, 

‘To drive out investors is certain- 
ly not the way to increase employ- 
ment, and, as to the probability of 
driving out investors, let each read- 
er think for himself whether he 
would go to such a state to start a 
business, or stay in it if he could 
help it. 

“To close down a business is dis 
astrous to those who own the busi 
ness. But it is terrible to the em 
ployees, whose means of livelihood 
is lost.

As an illustration of the 
need and the importance of such 
a measure, he cites the recent ex 
amination of the employees of 4 
New York bank. Every one ot 
them was found “abnormal, and 
“on the sure road to diseases ol 
heart, lungs, kidneys or blood ves 
sels,” 

Possibly that discovery may have 
been useful and beneficial to a few 
of the men, that it was so to all 
may reasonably be doubted, It may 
bave enabled some of them to ward 


off the diseases that threatened. In 





the cases ol others, however, im 
paired health must have been owing 
to the conditions of life and work, 
conditions beyond the individual's 
control or power to remedy. To tell 
such a person about the damaging 
but unsuspected processes going on 
Within him is to do him no kindness. 
His latent malady is far less likely 
to be progressive while he is una- 
Ware of it; ignorance acts as a stay 
Oo; execution 

The danger of such universal med- 
ical examination as the health com 
missioner pleads for is that it would 
transform innumerable happy and to 
all intents and puropses healthy per- 
sons into melancholy watchers of 
their own s¥imptoms, who would nev

AS HISTORY DEPICTS LIEGE
